IN TAE INTERESTS OF TRADE. 


Gresh«m Believed to Be Working for a 
Favorable Commercial Treaty. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.—Toucbing 
tbs new treaty which has been negotiated 
2etween the Government of this country and 


China, it ls learned that for several years 
past the Chinese Government has been earn- 
estly pressing upon our Government the de- 
Sirability of such an agreement, and has 
represented that while the Chinese Empire 


was desirous of maintaining friendly rela- 

tions with the United States, it wonld be dif- 

ficultto do so in the present spirit of the 

Chinese if some concession was not made. 

It nas also explained that the Geary laws 

were in contravention of treaties heretofore 
otlated. 

The present treaty is generally considered 
asthe forerunner of a commercial treaty, 
the draft of which is believed to have been 
made and forwarded to China for the inspee- 
tion of the Chinese Government. secretary 
Gresham is known to be anxious to signalize 
his administration of the state Department 
by perfecting ah agr ent which will in- 
crease the commercial interests of the United 
states in the Chinese Empire, vut has- found 
the existing laws concerning the Chinese to 
act asa barrier toa proceeding in this direc- 
tion, and it is inferred from the few intima- 
tions that have been received that the 
Chinese Government ig inclined to make 
the ratification ot he immigration 
treaty a condition in the Chinese 
acceptance of the comamercial treaty, which 
is still in suspense. It is known that Mr. 
Gresham has Deen in conference with mem- 
bers of the Senate upon the entire Chinese 
question. He spent three hours with the 
Committee on Foreign Relations discussing 
the question a few weeks ago. It ts pre- 
sumed that he gave the committee full in- 
formation as to his plans for securing an ex- 
tension of commercial relations without a 
modification of the immigrant laws or a 
mutual understanding op this question. 

Senator Morgan, Chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, ia believed to coincide 
with Mr. Gresham as to the importance of 
freer commefcial tatercourse between the 
two countries, but he is suspected of enter - 
taining the opinion that very little can be 
done in that direction, as this country insists 
on maintalning the old staddard.

A SLIGHT FLUTTER OF EXCITEMENT 
THERE IS ABOUT ALL. 


Newspaper Correspondents at the Start- 
ing Rend«zvous Said to Be More Nu- 
merous Than the Army -— Coxey and 
Brown Bustling About on Final Prep- 
arations—Ths Movement Elsewhere. 


MASSILLON, O., March 24.—Interest in 
Coxey and his Washington pilgrimage seems 
to increase in proportion to the distance 
from his starting rendezvous, for there is 
comparatively little interest here. Little of 
It anywhere is serious, notwithstanding the 
large number of unemployed everywhere. 
There is a slight flutter of excitement in this 
city, which, when analyzed, is found to be 
chiefly wonder if the ‘‘petition in boots’’ is 
really going to materialize and the desire to 
escape local trouble lf it does. There are 
about twenty newspaper ccrrespondents 
here, and the army is less numerous than 
the correspondents. 

Coxey and Brown bustied in this morning 
from the former’s residence and seemed to 
be very busy with preparations for the 
march, which is to begin to-morrow. 

Tents were pitched on the Gun Club grounds 
to-day. There meetings will be held and 
there the recruits will lodge to-night if they 
desire. There are yet few signs of the com- 
ing army. Twenty-two tramps were given 
lodging at the police station last night. The 
number is unusual, but Mayor William M. 
Reed says they are probably not recruits. On 
being released they scattered and have not 
reappeared. 

It was said that 400 Salvation Army soldiers 
would arrive to-day from Cleveland,and that 
another delegation of 150 would come from 
Medina. Capt. Fistier of the Salvationists 
here says it is four and not 400 who will come 
from Cleveland. The Salvation Army, he 
says, is not in sympathy with the Coxey 
movement, and considers the pretensions of

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24,—The ist 
Regiment of the District of Columbia Na- 
tional Guard was mobilized on a sudden call 
last evening.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.—One effect 
of the revelations of the Pollarda- Breckin- 
ridge trial was the iatroduction in the House 
yesterday, by Mr. Merse of Massachusetts, 
ofa bil to punish seduction ia the District 
of Columbia.

ment. at the discretion of the Court. But no prose- 
cution ahall be com » enced after two years from the 
commission of the offense.

MURDERER FREDERICKS.

A Hardened Criminal for Tears Friend 
of the Sontags. 


SAN FRANCISO0, Cal., March 24,—William 
Fredericks, whoshot Cashier Herrick yes- 
terday, is Only 22 years old, but for years has 
been a hardened criminal. Several years 
ago he was sent to the penitentiary for rob- 
bery and served four years. He is accused 
of two murders besides that of Herrick, and 
is suspected ot another.

Wasuiwcror, D. 0. March . The Senate 
committee on Appropriations is taking up 
and acting on the appropriation bills very 
promptly after their receipt, with the pur- 
pose of having them acted upon as soon as 
possible in the Senate to the end that ad- 
journment of Congress can be accomplished 
when the tariff bill shall be disposed ot. 

The fortifications’ Dill was the frst ot the 
appropriation measures to be received from 
the House, and it has already been reported 
tothe Senate. Sub-committees of the full 
committee are now considering the pension 
and District of Colambia appropriation bills, 
and as soon as these are out of the way they 
will take up the sundry civil bill, which has 
just been recetved. 

There is probably more popular interest in 
the sundry civil n in any of.the other ap- 
propriation Dills, as it affects a larger vari- 
ety of interests, and it is likely to be a 
measure of more important particulars than 
any other. 

The Dill as it passed the House shows a re- 


| duction from last year’s appropriations of 


almost $9,500,000, and it is not probable that 
the Senate will increase it so as to bring the 
figures up to that of last yeur. The principal 
item of decrease in the Dill this year is in 
the appropriation for rivers and harbors, 
amounting as it does to $5,886,153. The House 
gave this year for this purpose $6,300, 000, 
which is the full amount of the de- 
partment estimates, 0 that there 
was no pressure for an increase 
on account of this appropriation. Another 
important item in the sundry civil bill of last 
year was $933,005, on account of the Colum- 
Dian Exposition, which swelled the total to 
that extent. Contracts have also been let 
fora number of public buildings, which will 
defer appropriations upon them and proba- 
bly justify the decrease of $451,000 made by 
the Ho The aporopriation of $900,000 
made last year for the purpose of guarding 


against the cholera was also unusual anda 
jarge portion of it was unused, leaving it un- 
necessary to make any appropriation On that 
score this year. 

There are other items, however, on 
which there wiil be strong pressure for — di- 
tions by the Senate. The estimate of the de- 
partment for light-houses, fog signals, etc., 
called for $793,800, while the ouse provided 
only $286,000. The estimate of the expendai- 
ture necessary in — 2 the publie lands 
was scaled from $400,000 to $175,000; that on 
armories and arsenals 2 $376, 000 to $187,000 ; 
for military posts from $704, 000 to $200,000. 
There is also a big reduction from the est!- 
mates for the expenses of the Federal courts, 
the estimates on the fees for marshals being 
reduced from $350,000 to $250,000; that of clerks 
from $268,000 to $175, 000; of com missioners 
from $265. 000 to $100,000; of witnesses from 81. 
150,000 to $760,000, and for the support of pris- 
oners from $750. 000 to $300.000. 

t is more than likely that there will be 
pressure from all these sources for an in- 
crease over the House appropriation, and 
that in many instances the increase will be 
made. the United States coerts are now 
complaining of a shortage of fundsin many 
instances. 


Carroll L. Riker’s Case. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—The mandamus 
case of Carroll L. Riker of Chicago, who 
seeks to compel Secretary Carlisle to award 
to him all or part of the $50,000,000 bond issue, 
will probably be heard in the Court of Ap- 
pealsin the latter part of the May term. 

The appeal was filed March 7, and the rec- 
ord is required by law to be filed within forty 
days of that time. The Chicagoan and his 
counsel are determined to carry the case to 
the United States Supreme Court ifan ad- 
verse decision is rendered by the Appellate 
Court. Mr. Riker is expected tobe again in 
Washington soon to consult with his counsel, 
Attorney George A. King.
